EASTERN DISPATCHES. 


Blaine’s Sympathy for Bankrupt Vir- 
ginia. 
Cuicago, September 19. 

The Tribune to-day prints an inter- 
view with J. G. Blaine, in which he 
occupies nearly three columns, pay- 
ing his addresses to Carl Schurz on 
account of some recent attacks in the 
New York Post on Blaine’s civil-ser- 
vice record. Referring to a state- 
ment in the Post “that in Garfield’s 
Cabinet he plunged into spoils and 
wallowed in them for three months, 
like a rhinoceros in an African pool,“ 
he says: I mean to say it is untrue 
in whole and detail—meanly and ma- 
liciously untrue; so absolutely untrue 
that there is not one fact or shadow o 
fact to sustain it.“ On the subject o 
Mahonism Mr. Blaine expressed him- 
self more fully and forcibly than he 
has hitherto done in any public utter- 
ance. He said: “I have not seen a 
Virginian for months, nor have 1 
written a word to that State, At the 


same time it is due to frankness that 
I should express my entire sympathy 
with the straight Kepablican move- 
meat in that State.” 

“You are opposed, then, to the 
Mahone movement?” 

es, and I always have been. I 
think it was a great political blunder 
to unite the de party with 
Readjusters.

JOHN M. DORMER, 


Or“ Johnny Dormer, as he is famil- 
iarly known among his friends, is a 
man who brings into public life 
all the sterling attributes that charac- 
acterize a good citizen, and that will 
mark bis career as en officer. In his 
dealings with the world he has ever 
maintained that “up and up” style 
of conduct which so well befits him, 
and which, joined with a firm yet gea- 
tlemanly manner, bas won for him the 
respect and friendship of all with 
whom he has come in contact. 


A BRIEF PEVIEW OF HIS LIFE. 


Mr. Dormei was born in St. Louis 
Mo., in 1843, and is therefore now 39 
years of age, a time in life when a 
man’s faculties are judged to be most 
perfectly balanced — being neither 
swayed by the exuberance of yonth, 
nor clogged by the conservatism of old 
age. When only afew months old, 
Mr. Dormer's parents emigrated to 
Wisconsin, and subsequently joined 
the flood of immigrants to the Pacific 
coast, reaching California in 1850, and 
settling i in Downieville, Sierra county, 
whence have come so many of the 
noted men who have since made their 
marks in the public affairs of Califor- 
nia and Nevada. In Downieville was 
spent the most of Mr. Dormer’s youth, 
the remainder of the time being de- 
voted to schools at Marysville, Santa 
Clara and Oakland. When of proper 
age he became an apprentice in the 
printing office of the Sierra Democrat, 
of which W. J. Forbes was editor and 
proprietor. Mr. Forbes was subse- 
quently known in this State as the 
brilliant editor of the Virginia T'res- 
pass and the Battle Mountain Measure 
for Measure. When in 1860 the Piute 
war broke out the youthful printer 
was among the first to volunteer, and 
going at once to the front experienced 
all the hardships attendant upon a 
jcampaign between the frontiersmen 
and the redskins. This service ended 
he returned to Downieville, where for 
atime he followed mining, the chief 
industry of the community in which he 
lived. In 1864, the year in which he 
achieved his majority, he began the 
publication of the Sierra Advocate, 
which he cenducted for two years. 
At the end of that time he went to 
San Francisco and became a morning 
newspaper printer. At the time of 
the famous printers’ strike in that 
city, being 
A UNION PRINTER, 


„He walked out” with the other union 
printers, and not choosing to work for 
the reduced scale of wages afterwards 
acceded to by the Printers’ Union, 
entered into aco-partnership with two 
fellow-workmen who had ‘ walked 
out” with him, and started a paper in 
Oakland called the Daily Termini. 
Selling his interest on this paper he 
went to Oregon in the employ of Ben. 
Holiday, the then stage and railway 
king. At the close of Mr. Holiday’s 
brilliant career Mr. Dormer obtained 
employment, as a printer, in Walla 
Walla, Washington Territory, and 
theace removed to Lewiston, Idaho, 
where he published the Si news- 
r of which he and Judge W. Curt. 
W itson were the owners. Closing 
his labors there Mr. Dormer went to 
Portland, Oregon, where he held a 
position on the editorial staff of the 
Oreqonian, the oldest and acknowl- 
edged leading journal of the Webfoot 
State. Leaving that humid clime 
Mr. Dormer was, for a time, employed 
as a journeyman printer on the Vir- 
ginia 7 but went to Bodie at 
the outbreak of the excitement at that 
place. In Bodie he became editor and 
m of the Standard as well as of 
the Aurora Herald, in Esmeralda 
county, this State, both apers * 
owned by Mr. Frank Ke enyon. 
Kenyon died and the papers were die 
posed of by Mr. Dormer for the benefit 
of the estate. He then, in company 
with E. R. Cleveland and Harry Fon- 
ticello, founded the Bodie Free Press, 
but subsequently disposed of his in- 
terest to H. Z. Osborne, and going to 
Candelaria, Esmeralda county, estab- 
lished the True Fissure newspaper, of 
which he is now the ton and pro- 
prietor.

He has, however, served 
one term as Superintendent of the 
Public Schools of Esmeralda county,

A NEW USE FOR EDITORS. 


They Can be Converted Into Political 
Booms or Boomerangs by Beatiug. 


EvurEKA, September 16. 

Ep, Gazette: The campaign opens 
here quite favorably for us. If editor 
Anderson will stand up and take a 
thrashing a week, we are saved. Ido 
not know of a better use editors can 
be put to. Do you? The cowardly 
attack of Aulbach hurt Cassidy more 
than any vote he cast in Congress. 
The Sentinel is the agent for the Asso- 
ciated Press, so that any telegraph 
reports you get will be prejudiced 
against Anderson if possible. I le 
facts of the case, as near as your cor- 
respondent could learn were as fol- 


lows: 


Anderson objected to the manner 
in which Democratic journals are 
connecting the name of C. C. Powning 
with rat printers, and a few days since 
ende through his editorial col- 
umos that if Cassidy made such a 
fight he might expect something in 
return. This alarmed the Sentinel 
folks. The foreman of the Sentinel, 
Adam Aulbach, is a man about whom 
many ugly stories are afloat in con- 
nection with his right to belong to the 
Printers’ Union here. They saw that 
they were likely to be hvisted with 
their own petard, and set to work to 
counteract it. The union here is com- 
posed of four men from the Sentinel 
and two from the Leader. Cassidy 
adroitly set to work to impress the 
men in the Sentinel with the idea that 
it was intended as a reflection on their 
honor. Naturally it made them in 
dignant. Aulbach shrewdly worked 
the thing, had a meeting of the union 
called, in which resolutions ‘which he 

had written were adopted, against the 
protest of the Leader men. Anderson 
published the resolutions and com- 
meuted upon them very fairly, but 
gave notice that he would press the 
matter farther and publish the truth. 
This seems to have alarmed Aulbach, 
and last evening be made a cowardly 
and outrageous attack on Anderson 
near his dwelling, in which his wife, 
who has been at death's door for two 
weeks, lay. Aulbach is a powerful 
man, a boasted athlete, with strength 
sufficient to thrash three men of An- 
derson’s calibre. Notwithstanding 
this be attacked him in a cowardly 
manner and beat him unmercifully. 
Had it not been for the arrival of 
George W. Barker, it is just possible 
the Leader might be without an editor. 
To-day this was followed by a more 
cowardly proceeding. The Sentinel, 
having manufactured all tke capital 
desired for Cassidy, undertook to 
browbeat the proprietor of the Leader, 
H. Muller, and notified him that he 
would be held legally responsible for 
all that might appear in the Leader. 
Mr. Muller is a quiet gentleman, 
whose chief desire is to avoid bicker- 
ings, and this move was undoubtedly 
made to prevent Anderson from mak - 
ing any reply and robbing them of 
their capital. There is a wide spread 
indignation over the matter, and Cas- 
sidy has not been helped by the cow- 
ardly affair, Anderson declares he 
will publish the effidavits if he is 
obliged to go to San Francisco to do 
it, and you can look out for lively 
times at this end of the State, 

Aulbach is an athlete and need not 
have resorted to the dirty manner he 
did to neat a small man like Mr. An 
derson. The affair has been a boom- 
erang and has made Powning votes.
